The treasurer of the city of Watertown =B ag te  
is hereby required to return all delinquent state, coun- 
ty, school and city taxes to the county treasurer of the 
proper county, at the same time and in the same man-
ner town treasurers are required by law to make re-
turns ; and such county treasurer shall sell the lots or 
parcels of land on which such taxes remain unpaid, in 
the same manner he is required by law to sell other 
lands for delinquent taxes ; and all laws relating to 
the redemption of lands from taxes, and the executing 
of' tax deeds, shall apply to such sale, so far as the 
same are properly applicable thereto.
